Jesus Aguirre Jr.: Victim or Thug? 

Lawyer for the Buena Park gangster says attempted-murder case is a mockery of justice 


I f there is a living poster face for the 
extraordinarily steep cost of California 
gang life, it’s Orange County’s Jesus 
Aguirre Jr. At the age of 16, Aguirre—a 
deceptively baby-faced but low-level 
member of the 
Eastside Buena 
Park gang—partici¬ 
pated in the hunt¬ 
ing down of a man 
and an incredibly 
stupid, non-fatal, 
shotgun shooting. 
Following a 2012 
jury trial that found 
him guilty of street 
terrorism, assault 
with a firearm 
and attempted 

murder, plus five felony enhance¬ 
ments, the young man more con¬ 
cerned with achieving gangster 
status than focusing on 10th grade 
learned too late there are conse¬ 
quences to bad life choices. 

Displaying no malice and cit¬ 
ing the mandatory-sentencing law 
requirements, Superior Court Judge 
William R. Froeberg gave Aguirre, 
who was already on probation at the 
time of the March 2010 shooting, life 
in prison, plus an additional, consec¬ 
utive term of 25 years to life. Having 
lost his freedom four years ago at his 
arrest, the now-20-year-old convict 
calls home one of the most inhospi¬ 
table and dangerous spots on Earth: 
Pelican Bay State Prison, a 275-acre 
hellhole that bills itself fit for “the 
worst of the worst” criminals. 

“It doesn’t give me any great 
pleasure to impose this sentence 
on this young man,” a solemn Froe¬ 
berg stated to Aguirre, who showed 
no emotion, and his family, which 
was hysterical, at the sentencing 
hearing I was the lone journalist to 
attend. “Gang activity is a no-win 
activity. Society won’t tolerate it, and I 
won’t tolerate it.” 

Aguirre’s gang membership—as evi¬ 
denced, in part, by three tattoos, per¬ 
sonal associations, a gang moniker, and 
an incriminating, surreptitious jail-cell 
recording—was certainly misguided. 
Before the shooting, police caught him 
with other hoodlums 26 times. But the 
incidents either didn’t involve criminal 
conduct or were relatively minor offenses. 
For example, he was caught tagging for his 
gang in La Palma and, on another occa¬ 
sion, riding in a stolen vehicle. 

Adopting the attitude of Aguirre’s out¬ 
raged family that hired him in the wake 
of the sentencing, defense lawyer Wil¬ 
liam Kopeny is arguing the Buena Park 
case represents a mockery of justice in an 
aggressive, 18,900-word appeal. He’s call¬ 
ing on the California Court of Appeal in 


Santa Ana to reverse the conviction and 
free the inmate from serving an “unconsti¬ 
tutionally harsh” punishment. 

As with most judges in the state, the 
conservative-dominated appellate justices 
in Orange County rarely show sympathy 
for gangsters. They didn’t originate the 
sentiment. In response to public outrage 
over gang violence, state legislatures sub¬ 
stantially increased punishment for these 
offenders. A violent felony committed for 
the benefit of a gang is punishable by an 
enhancement that adds at least 10 years to a 
sentence that would ordinarily be imposed. 
If Kopeny is right, Aguirre is an unintended 
victim of this anti-gang backlash. 

Consider, for example, from my own 


files, the case of Samantha Elizabeth 
Rothwell, who fatally stabbed an 18-year- 
old musician in the jugular vein without 
provocation at a Huntington Beach party 
in August 2006. As blood sprayed from 
her helpless victim’s neck, Rothwell told 
shocked onlookers, “Fuck you, get over it.” 
The then-20-year-old woman then drove 
to a McDonald’s drive-thru and ordered 
two double cheeseburgers (no onions). 

In contrast, nobody died in Aguirre’s 
case. Ramon Magana, the victim—a 
member of a different gang—didn’t press 
charges. Magana suffered wounds to his 
chest and a thigh from a shotgun firing 
birdshot. Though he bled and fell uncon¬ 
scious immediately after the shooting, he 
didn’t need surgery. Even police acknowl¬ 
edge Aguirre wasn’t the shooter. 

Rothwell viciously killed an innocent 
person and got 16 years in prison. 


Aguirre didn’t kill anyone and may have 
lost his freedom forever. 

“[Aguirre] was sentenced to life in 
prison despite the fact that the offense, 
personally committed by someone who 
was not apprehended or charged, was not 
even reported by the victim and despite 
the circumstances of the offense and [my 
client’s] youth and relative un-involve¬ 
ment,” a dubious Kopeny told the appel¬ 
late court, even though he knows a person 
who actively aids and abets a would-be 
killer, as Aguirre did, is hardly uninvolved. 

In every case, appellate justices give 
great weight to a jury’s decision, so 
Kopeny concocted a strategy that offers 
a long-shot route to overturn the case 


without belittling the work of the citizens’ 
panel. After studying the trial, Kopeny 
thinks he found the offending parties to 
this “tragedy.” Of course, it’s not Aguirre. 
He blames veteran gang prosecutor Brett 
Brian for misapplying the law and Froe¬ 
berg for permitting the alleged errors to 
go uncorrected. 

There is no dispute that Eastside Buena 
Park gangsters thought they’d been 
disrespected on their turf by a member 
of a different gang at the Walden Glen 
apartment complex on Knott Avenue. 

In response, Aguirre retrieved a loaded 
shotgun and handed it to the eventual 
shooter, and the two hooded men called 
for Magana, who was visiting his mother 
inside her apartment, to exit. When the 
man walked out, he was shot twice before 
the assailants fled. 

Because Magana belonged to the Ana¬ 


heim Barrio Pobre gang and that group 
was, at the time, on friendly terms with 
the Eastside Buena Park gang, Kopeny 
alleges his client and the shooter mis¬ 
took the victim for an enemy Varrio 
Los Coyotes gangster. This point is key 
to the appeal. He says the prosecutor 
acknowledged the shooting was a case of 
mistaken identity and incorrectly applied 
what is known as “transferred intent” 
theory. In other words, Aguirre was in 
pursuit of an imaginary Coyotes gang¬ 
ster, so he had no intent to kill Magana, 
according to Kopeny. 

“Mistaken identity is a classic form 
of‘transferred intent’ in murder cases, 
but the mistake precludes conviction of 
attempted murder where the 
defendant did not intend to 
kill the person shot,” Kopeny 
argued. 

The defense strategy was 
met with contempt from 
Deputy California Attorney 
General Vincent P. LaPietra. In 
an 18-page responding brief, 
LaPeitra noted that Aguirre, 
who deceitfully claimed he 
was never at the scene of the 
crime, sealed his fate by his 
own admissions. Not knowing 
a bug had been planted in his 
cell, Aguirre told his cellmate 
he lied to his parents about his 
role, strategized about sabotag¬ 
ing the police investigation, 
and opined about the shoot¬ 
ing, “Fuck it, dog. Those fools 
[Barrio Pobre gangsters] had it 
coming to them.” 

According to LaPietra, the 
Orange County district attor¬ 
ney’s office didn’t argue, as 
Kopeny claimed, a “transferred 
intent” theory to the jury. The 
Deputy AG states that the evi¬ 
dence shows Aguirre had intent 
to kill the victim. “During the 
recorded conversation, [the defendant] 
says he and [the shooter] confronted and 
shot Magana because they believed he 
was a rival gang member who had disre¬ 
spected them,” LaPietra wrote. 

Besides, Kopeny’s attempt to remove 
intent from his client’s mind isn’t new. 

The defendant’s trial counsel, Randall 
Longwith, passionately argued that same 
notion in his closing argument. The jury 
didn’t buy it. They sided with Brian, who 
asserted a gangster doesn’t get a “freebie” 
shooting because he claims the wrong 
person was shot. 

Kopeny has requested 10 minutes to 
lobby the justices at an as-yet-to-be- 
scheduled oral-argument hearing. If he 
loses, his client’s fate is sealed for several 
decades. Aguirre then won’t be able to 
apply for parole until he is 48 years old.

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ustom Kulture: Von Dutch, Ed ‘Big Daddy’ 
Roth, Robert Williams and Others” opened 
at the Laguna Art Museum in July 1993. The 
^ show proved to be pivotal to the movement, 
illustrating Southern California custom-car culture’s 
influential reach throughout the 1940s and beyond. 

Do-it-yourself is a ubiquitous philosophy in the 
proto-punk world. From art to automobiles as art, 
lowbrow art—while once seen as counterculture, defi¬ 
ant, anti-museum and underground—has saturated 
our everyday. “Kustom Kulture” served well beyond its 
purpose, not only helping to label and spur the move¬ 
ment as a whole, but also acting as impetus to future 
DIY generations and artists. 

Now, 20 years later, curators (and artists with their 
own DIY ethic) C.R. Stecyk III and Paul Frank, along 
with lead organizer Greg Escalante, present “Kustom 
Kulture II,” which will grace the Huntington Beach 
Art Center starting this Saturday. And the purpose is 
the same as the original: document, display, inspire. 

“Good to see you, my friend,” Escalante says, reach¬ 
ing out to Frank, who had just arrived. The lanky Ste¬ 
cyk is also there, and the three men stand in a check¬ 
erboard-floored garage attached to a wire warehouse 
somewhere in Santa Ana. Curios, collectibles and rari¬ 
ties—hula girls and Rat Fink figures, plus Ed Roth surf 
helmets—occupy every available surface of the room. 
It’s a shrine to the automobile, serving as a protective 
hull for everything from a red Porsche 356 A Speedster 
cabriolet to multiple hot rods to the collection’s crown 
jewel: the Surfite, a tiny, sunshine-yellow buggy carry¬ 
ing a matching surfboard. It was built from scratch in 
1964 by artist/pinstriper/custom-car designer Roth, 
but looks as though it could stand in as a prototype 
beach mobile even today—and it’ll be the centerpiece 
of “Kustom Kulture II.” 

“When I look back at that first show, I couldn’t 
believe how good it was,” explains Escalante. “And no 
one could ever do a show that high of quality again due 
to the fact that prices of the art are so much higher 
now.... The idea of this show wasn’t to do a nostalgic 
trip down memory lane. It is a tribute to the 20-year 
anniversary, but it’s also an update and expansion.” 

“Kustom Kulture II,” Escalante explains, will feature 
important, overlooked artists such as Basil Wolver- 
ton, George Barris, Don Ed Hardy, Hudson Marquez 
(creator of Cadillac Ranch), Phil Garner and Margaret 
Keane. “To sum it up,” Escalante continues, “this show 
fills in some gaps, expands the range of examination 
and illustrates how far the movement has come.”

COOP, LA-BASED HOT-ROD ARTIST: 

I was in the original “ICustom Kulture” show-I 
had one of my first large paintings, one 
4-foot-by-8-foot piece, hanging next to the ZZ 
Top “Eliminator” hot rod. Pretty good for a 
24-year-old kid. 

The impact of that first “ICustom Mure” show 
was huge. It was the first time the visual style of 
California surf/hot-rod culture was placed in a 
fine-art context. Soon after, Juxtapoz magazine 
Started, and things really exploded. 


My new painting in “ICustom ICulture II” is part 
of a series of memento mori paintings that I’ve 
been doing. It is a hand-painted halftone image of 
a chrome skull on a black field of stenciled black 
skulls. Most of this doesn’t come across in the 
photo-it really needs to be seen in person.

GREG ESCALANTE 

Escalante, 58, grew up in Los Alamitos, 
the second oldest of six remarkably suc¬ 
cessful siblings, including Vandals bassist 
Joe. He’s wearing brown loafers with 
white crew socks and a red-white-and- 
blue Hang-Ten zip-up with matching 
straw fedora. He speaks with a slight 
adenoidal twinge and stands apart from 
the group gathered that morning at the 
warehouse of car collector and business 
owner Rick Rawlins. The crackling sizzle 
of welding provides the soundtrack to the 
day’s conversations. 

Whether he believes it or not, 
Escalante is largely responsible for 
leading the charge for the recognition 
of lowbrow—a term he actually doesn’t 
approve of—even acting as catalyst for 
the first “Kustom Kulture” show after 
introducing artist Robert Williams to key 
Laguna Art Museum staffers. Escalante 
trades bonds by day (“Because I couldn’t 
see how you could make money in art, 
but if you could make money some other 
way, you could buy art”) and co-founded 
Juxtapoz magazine in 1994, which virtu¬ 
ally defined underground contemporary 
art at large, ushering it into the commer¬ 
cial mainstream. 



OC WEEKLY; Was Kustom Kulture always 
considered part of the lowbrow art world? 
GREG ESCALANTE: Kustom Kulture 
didn’t exist till the [first] “Kustom Kul- 
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ture” show.... So what Laguna [Art 
Museum] was doing was a show to define 
and validate this new movement, and the 
show was named “Kustom Kulture” by 
curator Susan Anderson. 

So Anderson coined the term Kustom Kul¬ 
ture? Was Laguna Art Museum the first to 
acknowledge the movement? 

Yes, she did, but almost no one knows 
it. Laguna wasn’t only the first museum 
to acknowledge the movement—it 
should also get credit for creating it! 

It was weird because, at that time, 
people used to denounce the museum 
as behind the Orange Curtain and that 
nothing any good could come out of 
a sleepy beach museum that was the 
oldest cultural institution in Southern 
California. So basically, while hip LA 
was sleeping, Laguna blew it out of the 
water and started the art movement of 
the century. 

Do you remember when you first started 
getting into art? 

This issue of Thrasher magazine came 
out in about 1987, and Robert Williams 
was on the cover. And it just blew my 
mind, the artwork, because I had never 
seen anything like that. It was like Sal¬ 
vador Dali had grown up in Southern 
California, with all his skill and ability, 
but with a whole different thing he was 
trying to express....

When I looked through the whole 
article, I saw a painting that was more 
amazing than the next painting. I 
noticed the guy who took the photos for 
the paintings [was someone] I had met 
before, and it was this guy right here 
[gestures to Stecyk]. The guy who had 
introduced me to Stecyk was Bolton 
Colburn, who worked at Laguna Art 
Museum, and so I called up Bolton and 
I said, “Do you know how much these 
paintings go for?” 

And so what he did instead, he called 
me back and was like, “Here’s Robert 
Williams’ phone number,” and I just 
go, “Whoa” [Laughs] Because I was all 
intimidated, the paintings were so freaky, 
I just thought, “Man, whoever made 
these things can just be weirder than I 
can deal with.” 

You were scared of him? 

Yeah! So it was one of those things that 
sits on your desk for two or three weeks, 
and finally, you get in the right mood, and 
you go, “Okay, I’ll call him,” and so I call 
him, and he just seems like a great guy 
and invites me out to see his paintings 
that are going out to his next show.... We

BILLY GIBBONS, ZZ TOP: 

The first actual “Kustom Kulture” installation in 
Laguna is what got the ball rolling, bringing focus 
toward the importance of what-up until then- 
were not considered legitimate art forms. Fol¬ 
lowing the overwhelming acceptance of the many 
aspects and substance of what Kustom Kulture 
embraces, it has gained an unparalleled measure 
of global appreciation. 

As far as the guitar loaned for this exhibit, it’s 
evidence of the strong impact California brought 
to the fore. Hot rodding and the West Coast surf 
scene and, of course, a Fender Oaguar model gui¬ 
tar, complete with a machine-turned scratchplate 
and “Pick Surfboards” sticker, still stands as an 
iconic, personal pathos of everyday living. 

C.P. STECYK III 

The Reverend Billy F Gibbons and I grew up at 
different outposts, separated by the desert, some 
mountains and having the Mother Road, Route 
66, being kinda in between. I was situated at the 
highway’s terminus, where the pavement trailed 
into the briney deep. Billy’s digs were in Houston, 
down toward the gulf. Surfing, cars and music are 
things that continue to motivate both of us. 

Our inexpugnable destiny was forged by Dale 
Velzy when the hot-rodding surfboard shaper 
suggested we formally interact. Velzy rode with 
the Booze Fighters and piloted a Barris chopped 
Merc back in the ’50s. I ended up being the docu- 
mentarian for the creation of Cadzilla, the ground¬ 
breaking custom ’48 Cadillac commissioned by 
Gibbons. It was designed by Larry Erickson and 
crafted at Boyd Coddington’s Stanton atelier. Hot 
Rods By Boyd had a mural painted by Ed “Big 
Daddy” Roth on the exterior. 


Billy was a big supporter of Kustom Kulture, 


the original exhibition. The Eliminator was the 
most recognizable car of the period, and it is still 
widely seen on MTV in ZZ Topk cinematic trilogy. 
Gibbons also dispatched Pete Chapouris, the 
originator of the California Kid ’34 Ford coupe, 
to install the vehicle for us. In 1974, the California 
Kid was the star car of a movie featuring Martin 
Sheen, Vic Morrow and Nick Nolte. 


Other commonalities include my cousin Dana 
Rodgers having been Miss Texas and Rick Rubin, 
another longtime mutual friend who produced ZZ 
Topk last album. Mike Ness of Black Kat Customs 
recently cut heads with the Rev at the House of 
Blues. Ness also was kind enough to appear in Fin, 
a recent video piece that I made. Social Distortion 
also performed the piece’s score. 

“Kustom Kulture II” features Billy’s 1965 Fender 
Jaguar guitar, which is adorned with a Rick 
Surfboards logo, custom engine turned pick 
guard, onboard circuit boosting and an electronic 
microammeter. Gibbons used the axe on the ZZ 
Top album Tejas.

SUSAN ANDERSON: 

We had a lot of fun, but it was actually a serious show. 

We were very focused on developing scholarship on California art his¬ 
tory This was decades before Pacific Standard Time or other regional 
institutions jumped on board with that mission. “Kustom Culture” was 
a look at a phenomenon that has greatly contributed to the art in the 
state-it has drawn on popular culture at least since the 1930s. So, the 
show was designed to look at how contemporary artists such as Oudy 
Chicago, Mike Kelley or Billy Al Bengston, who had in some way immersed 
themselves in car culture, reflected that culture back. It was a show that 
highlighted the crossover between contemporary art and popular culture, 
trying to give equal weight to both. (The tribute show at Huntington 
Beach Art Center does not attempt that-, it is really more a celebration of 
popular culture.) 

I think the exhibition helped to jumpstart a greater interest in regional 
art and culture within the museum world, although the show was some¬ 
what misunderstood at the time. Walter Hopps, the renowned curator 
who understood the importance of this crossover in California art, made 
a point of visiting the show twice. Exhibitions such as “Beautiful Loser,” 
which focused on the contribution of street culture to contemporary 
art, are part of the legacy of “Kustom Kulture,” which, in retrospect, was 
really rather a humble show considering the outcome.

RICK RAWLINS, OWNER OF THE SURFITE, WHO RESTORED THE VE¬

When I was a kid, my dad’s shop was around the corner from Ed Roth’s, 
so I’d go every once in a while to see him. I built the model, the little 
Revelfmodel kit of [the Surfite], and I was fascinated by it. It was my 
favorite one I ever built. 

So I was up at a body shop in Las Vegas, looking for a little Bugatti, and 
on the wall of the shop, this surfboard was hanging-and I ask. Hey, 
what’s the deal with that surfboard-is it for sale?” 


And they say, “Ahh, it goes with some kind of crazy car.” 


[Pause ] Ding, ding, ding, ding! 


It was great. It was meant to be-I’d asked around for many years: “Oh, 
who ended up with the Surfite?”...

go out to lunch, and it was just one of the 
greatest art-experience field trips. 

What was the name of that first Robert 
Williams painting you purchased? 

Okay, Williams paintings have, like, a 
whole paragraph for each name, but it’s 
The Boy Eating a Half-Rat. 

Can you describe it? 

It’s a... [pauses to gather his words ] 
Cubist background with all these shacks 
and things like a city and lighting and 
dark, and it’s got a cartoonish guy with a 
really weird-looking face, and he’s got a 
half-rat by the tail, with guts hanging out 
of it, and he’s about to eat it. And then, 
around the border, it’s got this third ele¬ 
ment that’s just a flat design, and it’s this 
weird cartoon creature that’s not... like 
an animal or anything, just kind of a, you 
know, anthropomorphized silhouette, 
and it’s jumping over a candlestick.

Frank 
is standing just a few feet away admiring 
a forest-green Shelby Cobra, just out of 
earshot. “‘Big Daddy’ Roth was this inde¬ 
pendent spirit with this Rat Fink thing 
that turned into T-shirts and this whole 
Warhol-like Factory of art, T-shirts and 
products that he sold to kids who finally 
had an alternative to Mickey Mouse.” 

Rat Fink, the atomic-green, beer-bellied, 
bulgy-eyed mascot that emerged from the 
mind of Roth is just one cartoon whose

ture identity of Orange County. Frank’s 
creation, the wide-mouthed Julius the 
Monkey, is another. 

The former Costa Mesa resident thinks 
he’s 45, but “I don’t know. I don’t like to 
think about that. Here’s a cliche: Age is just 
a number. ’Cause I haven’t quite grown up 
yet—I’m still trying to grow up.” He hasn’t 
been affiliated with Julius or Paul Frank 
Industries since November 2005 and is 
now heading a new company called Park 
La Fun, featuring a fresh cast of captivating 
animal characters. Frank appears a little 
shy—“Interviews make me forget words,” 
he admits with a small smile—but not 
unlike Stecyk, he is loquacious when dis¬ 
cussing Kustom Kulture and its influence 
on his own work. 

Frank, who had just begun learning how 
to sew, had attended the original “Kustom 
Kulture” show and was inspired by the 
“Road Warriors: A Panel Discussion” fea¬ 
turing contributors Ed Roth, Robert Wil¬ 
liams, Gilbert Lujan and professor Temma 
Kramer. As Escalante describes, Frank 
“sopped it up like a sponge.”

OC WEEKLY: So your animal characters— 
were they inspired by the fact that this little 
green rat was running around when you 
were a kid? 

PAUL FRANK: Yeah! I have a company 
called Park La Fun—all of my characters 
are even more inspired by Ed Roth, I think, 
than ever—there’s just something... [trails 
off] the teeth. There’s something cool, like a 
sarcasm. I love to always incorporate teeth 
into my characters when I can, and I really 
get that from Roth—a sense of humor, a 
little mischievous.

I’m just really inspired by the school 
of “just do it,” you know?

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don’t recall a lot of these artists going to 
a traditional art school, at least not most 
of them. But they just did it because they 
want to and because they have a passion 
for it—and I really think that’s the best 
way to learn. 

Don’t get me wrong: Education is impor¬ 
tant, and you should know the rules before 
you break them. What else is good is that 
you work with your limitations, too. Ed 
Roth, even though he was an amazing art¬ 
ist, knew that there were other guys who 
could draw better, so he would ask them 
for help, and the end result came out better 
because he had that team of other people 
such as Robert Williams, Rick Griffin—and 
those people went on, of course, to do 
amazing art themselves. 

Another reason why I think Roth is my 
hero is that he was the first guy to really 
make T-shirts. I wasn’t around then, but 
my dad said maybe little boys had baby 
clothes with a turtle or something, but 
nobody else really wore a shirt [with] a 
graphic as a design. I think we owe Roth a 
lot because he started that, and I think it’s 
even more important that he was airbrush- 
ing those things first, one at a time. That, 
in itself, is a major contribution to what we 
have now, where everybody has a logo... 
everybody has a design. But he kinda pio¬ 
neered that, really. 

Did you grow up in Orange County? 

I grew up in Huntington Beach, and live in 
Pasadena now. 

[Pauses] I thought about something 
on the way over here. Vans is our major 
sponsor, and it’s Kustom Kulture. In the 
late 70s, we used to go to the Vans store 
in Santa Ana, and I would order my Vans 
custom.... They had a swatchbook, and 
you could pick out, like, red, gray, blue, 
and nobody was really doing that, and it 
was cool that you could do that! It’s kind 
of a neat full circle. There’s something 
just interesting about growing up in Hun¬ 
tington Beach, and you know, I feel like 
we were always a little bit ahead [of] our 
cousins in Whittier. Somehow, in the beach 
community, things move faster.

“[C.R. Stecyk III] pretty much knows 
everything,” Escalante says. Escalante’s 
smiling as he says it, but you get the feeling 
he’s not really joking.

Stecyk famously founded 
Jeff Ho Surfboards and Zephyr Produc¬ 
tions in Santa Monica, meticulously docu¬ 
menting the tale of the Z-Boys in a series 
of articles for SkateBoarder Magazine, 
spreading the gospel of the Zephyr team 
throughout youth culture and beyond. He 
is also an artist in residence for Hurley’s 
open-studio program. 



OC WEEKLY; Was there an effort to keep 
“Rustem Kulture II” in Orange County? 
C.R. STECYK III: The Orange County 
component—Ed Roth lived in La Mirada, 
and this is where he settled the surfboard 
and the Surfite. If you look at this show 
and you look at the Surfite, there’s a couple 
of conclusions you can draw in regards to 
Orange County in specificity. It’s a fiber¬ 
glass vehicle, and it’s built largely with 
surf-related technology. Ed used to body- 
surf at the Huntington Beach Pier when he 
was growing up, and he told me a number 
of stories about Huntington, and he was 
aware of Gordon Duane, who was Gordie 
of Gordie’s Surfboards from there. Gordie 
was the principal surfboard builder in 
Orange County in that period. Ed built an 
all-terrain vehicle out of progressive mate¬ 
rial such as fiberglass, and the idea was 
that it would be a dedicated sport vehicle 
for surfing and you would haul your surf¬ 
board and you could drive anywhere. 

He proceeded to build the vehicle and 
drive it through the surf and onto the sand 
in Beach Blanket Bingo, and everybody 
goes, “Okay, that was brilliant, eccentric 
behavior—how interesting.” But if you look 
at the market now, there’s a whole class of 
all-terrain sports vehicles ... and having 
a car with significant ground clearance 
that was lightweight and got good mileage 
and stuff is basically the template for what 
everybody else is building now. It’s abso¬ 
lutely a brilliant, visionary breakthrough. 

But Ed’s fascination with surfing at the 
pier in Huntington where he observed 
it—and getting Gordie to shape the board, 
which is indeed the board that is in the car 
today—is pretty interesting. You can see 
that LIFE Magazine, you can see that Hol¬ 
lywood studios, all those people embraced 
[the Surfite] immediately because it was 
such an effective proposition. Very beguil¬ 
ing—Ed had a particular genius. Here’s a 
guy who went up against all the automo¬ 
tive manufacturers in the world... 

Was it considered art at the time? 

Well, I always thought it was a form of art. 
I don’t think the mainstream necessarily 
did. Perhaps the “Kustom Kulture” show 
on some level identified and made some

I think art 
and culture are particularly synonymous. 
In the fine-art world, though, it was heresy 
to present such things. 

I think Orange County is probably in a 
lot of ways more progressive in present¬ 
ing youth culture than most places. And I 
think Huntington Beach is the epicenter 
of a lot of it. There’s aspects of post-World 
War II development in the U.S. that you 
see in Orange County. LA was industrial¬ 
ized earlier and had a center, and it spread 
out.... You know, it made a lot of sense 


I think people want to communicate, and 
I think it’s individual expression—I think 
people want personalized transportation 
forms that are somehow special or some¬ 
how different. Some [of those] involved 
become connoisseurs. Other people go to 
a dealership and order factory options— 
which, to a certain extent, are manifesta¬ 
tions of, I guess, your dreams and aspira¬ 
tions and your comfort level and maybe 
wanting to be seen differently. You’d be 
... you know, the one guy who gets the 
purple interior in a Prius instead of the 
blue one. 

Why does Rick Rawlins have a 13-bay 
garage inside an industrial building? 
That’s a personal vision. He sees the logic 
in it and has to pursue that. Someone has 
to save these things; someone has to study 
this knowledge. 

The OC automotive scene was always 
really vital—Boyd Coddington had a big 
impact on stuff. He worked at Disneyland 
and was an engineer, probably [most] 
famously on the People Mover. He was a 
pre-eminent custom-car builder. We used 
to have Orange County International Race¬ 
way; we used to have races down here. We 
used to have a lot of stuff going.... 

How do you think “Kustom Kulture II” will 
differ from the first show? 

Originally, we thought about including surf-

ing because, logically, it had a lot to do with 
it: It developed in the same period; it used a 
lot of the same materials. Ed Roth’s cars in 
particular were using surfing materials... 
and Ed was bringing aerospace materials, 
aircraft-building materials into automotive 
building, and he was aware of them through 
surfboard builders who were bringing the 
same materials—balsa and fiberglass, which 
came out of aircraft plants that were oper¬ 
ating in the mid-’40s for the war.

O h, what an unfortunate name and 
logo Food Factory Grill in Lake For¬ 
est has! It sounds like a warehouse in 
Vernon, failing to tell commuters who 
spot its sign just before the El Toro Y 
what kind of food it serves. And the 
logo is worse: a white silhouette of two 
kebabs, drawn so that it turns into an 
inadvertent Rorschach test. Do they 
resemble pine trees? A pile of heads 
looking atone another? Other simulacra 
even more unfortunate that I won't men¬ 
tion because I want you to try this place? 

The bigger tragedy is that Food 
Factory Grill is a fine restaurant, Lake 
Forest's latest effort to solidify its dual 
title as Orange County's most under¬ 
rated food city and as South County's 
most cosmopolitan town. The food is a 
combination of Pakistani (strong curries, 
basmati rice, a well-grilled chapati, the 
subcontinent's version of a hamburger 
patty) and Persian (kebabs, from juicy 
chicken breast to an array of koobideh; 
an awesome rendition of faloodeh, the 
Persian ice cream treat that finds pista¬ 
chios, almonds and vermicelli noodles 
tossed over rosewater ice cream) favor¬ 
ites, streamlined to attract mainstream 
customers. A necessary move, I guess, 
because there's no other way to get 
South County eaters to try the karahi, a 
wok meal that finds chicken or shrimp 
sauteed with tomatoes and ginger, an 
oily cluster bomb of flavor with a furtive 
burn that won't catch up to you until you 
cough half an hour later. Accompanying 
all combo platters is a chutney that's 
really more of a raita and crisp, thick 
naan that is spectacular, so huge the 
owners bring it to you on top of a basket 
because it can't fit inside. 

I hope Food Factory stays in business 
for a while; every time I go, its spacious 
restaurant with art out of a Tehran 
gallery circa 1968 is empty, save for 
workers lugging to-go bags. Then again, 
maybe it doesn't need my suggestions; 
the logo says Food Factory Grill has 
been in business since 1986 (although 
this location is about a year old), and 
framed certificates from Zagat attest to 
its popularity over the years. Maybe the 
bad name is reverse psychology; it's so 
bad you have to go in to see what res¬ 
taurant could possibly be so clueless, 
have to order initially out of pity, and 
then you taste the karahi and fall for the 
naan, and you have a customer for life. 
Who's the fool now?

T here have been a lot of changes in 
Little Saigon recently, and I don’t 
like them at all. Call me sentimen¬ 
tal, but when I heard that Pho Thanh 
Lich (winner of multiple awards we’ve 
bestowed as the county’s best pho) had 
moved out of its iconic location at the 
corner of Hazard Avenue and Brookhurst 
Street in Garden Grove, it made me sad. 
The dank room with its tangy smell of 
mildewed rags and dried mops, ceiling- 
hung garlands from Christmases past, and 
well-worn tables where I slurped many 
a hot bowl of pho was now gone. Admit¬ 
tedly, the place it moved to is newer and 
cleaner, but it’s in a bad location, hidden 
under the armpit of a two-story edifice 
and in danger of being forgotten. It 
reminds us that Little Saigon, as with any 
other place on Earth, isn’t immune to the 
passage of time and that even hallowed 
institutions such as this have leases that 
can run out. 

The same happened to Pagolac, one 
of Little Saigon’s oldest seven-courses- 
of-beef restaurants. It ceded its old loca¬ 
tion—which is coincidentally at the same 
corner as Pho Thanh Lich—to a Thai res¬ 
taurant that has now completely remod¬ 
eled the building to something more 
appropriate for the Wynn, with an inte¬ 
rior design and prices to match. But I still 
remember when it was Pagolac, the place 
where I tried bo 7 mon for the first time 
in a room so spacious the owners were 
able to display not only two Vespas at the 
entrance, but also a rickshaw and one of 
those carnival claw-game machines no 
one bothered to play. 


Pagolac’s new home is nowhere near as 
roomy. It’s now relegated to windowless 
quarters next to a Laundromat in a space 
more bunker than restaurant. And though 
they’ve attempted to update things with 
dark wall panels, the room still feels 
claustrophobic. When I made my visit, I 
was glad there was no other table avail¬ 
able except the one at the entrance, 
where there was a breeze coming through 
the door. The rest of the tables in the back 
were filled to capacity, each equipped 
with at least one Sterno-fueled table-top 
griddle. The cooking vapors from meats 
sizzling atop them, the steam from the 
gurgling fondue pots and the peculiar 
alcoholic smell of the Sterno accumulated 
inside the room with nowhere to go. A 
box fan had been turned on, but it was 
futile in circulating the air, leaving the 
space as stifling as a sauna. 

But the food remained great—per¬ 
haps even better than I remembered. 

We began, as usual, with the ta pin lu, 
a sampler that sees raw calamari steak, 
butterflied shrimp and beef sliced as thin 
as carpaccio served on a plate and cov¬ 
ered in an oily mix of minced onion and 
peanuts. We seared the meats atop our 
own griddle, a greased dome resembling a 
pith helmet fashioned out of steel. When 
each morsel finished cooking, we rolled 
them up into rice-paper cigars with aro¬ 
matic herbs, scraps of dewy lettuce, sliced 
green bananas, cucumbers and pickles. 

We then dipped the bundles into a salty- 
sweet sauce made with diced pineapples 
and fermented shrimp paste. And each 
time we rolled, our technique improved. 


I discovered that using two wetted rice- 
paper discs, each overlapping the other 
as though the circles of a Venn diagram, 
allowed for more room and easier rolling. 

The ta pin lu was merely an appetizer. 
Soon after that, the seven courses of 
beef began. The first was a fondue, in 
which we swirled slices of raw beef in 
a simmering bowl of a vinegary broth. 
The next four came on the same plate: 
ground beef stogies swaddled in pep¬ 
pery la lot leaves; rolled pieces of grilled 
tenderloin with a slender sliver of ginger 
tucked inside; steamed spheres of soft 
ground beef packed with mushrooms, 
peas and bean thread noodle, the whole 
thing eaten with a shrimp chip; and 
finally, meatballs wrapped and broiled 
in self-basting caul fat, which were per¬ 
haps the best of them all. The final two 
courses—a brisk salad of lettuce with 
thin beef slices and onions drizzled in 
an Italian-like dressing, plus a steaming 
bowl of rice soup with bits of ground 
beef and ginger—eases you down to a 
slow, steady stop. 

There’s still more to explore, more to 
enjoy here, regardless where they ended 
up. So far, I’ve not tried their baked cat¬ 
fish. From seeing other tables ordering 
it, the dish looks as grand as I remember, 
but it’s now also an unintended meta¬ 
phor for Pagolac: a really big fish in a 
smaller pond.

Alissa Grenis and Chris Rubinstein of Bite Me Foods 


W e knew about the Bite Me luxe 
lonchera a long time ago. What 
we didn’t know was that Alissa 
Grenis catered more than rolled into 
food-truck roundups. Grenis may be the 
brains behind the concept of cuisine that 
isn’t deep-fried (there isn’t even a fryer 
on the truck), but she insisted on includ¬ 
ing her primary chef, Chris Rubinstein, in 
our spotlight as well. 

OC WEEKLY; Your earliest food memory: 
ALISSA GRENIS: One of my oldest and 
fondest memories is baking carrot cake 
from scratch with my grandma Liz. I 
remember I would make a mess of her 
kitchen, and my whole family would get 
stuck eating pounds of cake every time 
we baked. I still have a problem with por¬ 
tion control. [Laughs] We were very close, 
and she passed away a couple of years 
before I opened the truck. She would be 
incredibly proud. 

Favorite meal growing up: 

CHRIS RUBINSTEIN: Honestly any¬ 
thing. My mom was an awesome cook. 

For years, I wouldn’t eat anything green, 
however. Which was ironic, since later I 
would become vegan for 16 years. 

Your best recent food find: 

GRENIS: Well, chia seeds have got me 
all love-struck. The newest “super food” 
is the best. My friend/co-worker Esther 
always makes me chia soy pudding. 

It’s just vanilla soy milk and a couple 
of tablespoons of those little seeds. It’s 
brilliant and so good for you. Costco, my 
friends. Costco. 

Most undervalued ingredient: 
RUBINSTEIN: Salt! It’s the most basic 
thing in all our kitchens but the most 
overlooked. People need to stop being 
afraid to use salt. More times than not, a 
dish will be just fine and only needs a little 
salt, but it gets ruined because the cook 
tries to kill it with more and more flavors. 
What is your goal for Bite Me: brick and 
mortar ; more trucks , or stay the same? 
GRENIS: My goal for my company is to 
become primarily a catering company. 

My goal long-term is to have a product 
line in every market in North America. 
There is a lot of really bad prepackaged, 
frozen food on the market. There is 
absolutely no reason why it has to taste 
so bland or be so bad for you. Even the 
healthier, organic brands haven’t nailed 
it. I want to change the way people eat 
for the greater good. After that, Food 
Network, baby! 

Culinarily speaking , Orange County has 
the best: 

RUBINSTEIN: Honestly, other than 
working on the truck, I’ve spent very 
little time down here. From what I know, 
it’s amazing for getting lost and not being 
able to make U-turns.

What is your most popular item? 

GRENIS: Our most popular item from 
the beginning has been our island grilled 
fish tacos. The No. 1 question I get asked 
is “Are they fried or grilled?” Really, 
people?! [j Laughs ] They are super-light 
and have a bit of an Asian twist. Plus, 
they’re gluten-free, which is a hit with a 
lot of people. One of our newest favorites 
is crispy Brussels sprouts with bacon and 
a maple-Dijon drizzle. Who knew that so 
many people loved Brussels? 

Best advice for aspiring truck owners: 
RUBINSTEIN: Be nice. Be humble. Show 
your personality, but don’t be a dick. 
You’re slinging food out a window, not 
curing cancer. Be confident, but not arro¬ 
gant. You want people to eat your food, 
not your ego. 

What are your favorites on the menu? 
GRENIS: Chris makes a baked-tofu-and- 
hummus pita with oven-dried tomatoes 
and fresh spinach that is seriously the 
best thing I ever ate. It’s ridiculous! I can’t 
describe what it tastes like; you just have 
to try it for yourself. 

What differentiates you from the other 
loncheras? 

RUBINSTEIN: We don’t have a fryer. It 
presents a challenge sometimes, as we 
don’t serve fries, but at the same time, I 
love not having one more than having to 
rely on it. Things taste good fried—that’s a 
fact. But they taste even better when you 
don’t feel like dying after you eat it.

Nomad Asian Bistro continues the Ma family’s 

dominance of the genre 


O n first visit, Nomad Asian Bistro 
can be a hard beast to pin down. 
Just as you think the two-month- 
old restaurant’s menu is just a bunch of 
Chinese classics such as beef and broccoli 
and orange chicken, there is a little aster¬ 
isk on the bottom next to the message “All 
meats are certified halal.” 

Then you realize that pork, a staple in 
Chinese cooking, is not one of the meat 
options, and the daily specials scrawled 
on the sidewalk chalkboard—which 
recently included cumin lamb and gar¬ 
lic jalepeno shrimp—were a little more 
adventurous than most Mandarin spots. 

It all begins to add up when owner Linda 
Campillo comes to the table and kindly 
explains that her family are Hui, a Mus¬ 
lim ethnic group from Northwestern 
China and that hundreds of her mother 
Jamilla Ma’s recipes are also on deck at a 
string of Ma-owned Islamic Chinese res¬ 
taurants from downtown LA to Anaheim. 

Hidden behind a UA Theatre in the 
wetland-adjacent depths of the Market¬ 
place on Second Street and Pacific Coast 
Highway, Nomad is the family’s first loca¬ 
tion in Long Beach and features a pared- 
down array of accessible Ma specialties. 
For lunch, more than a dozen chicken, 
beef, seafood and tofu combos sell for less 
than $10, each accompanied by rice and a 
cup of the soup of the day. If you’re lucky, 
the soup is chicken sweet corn—a cross 
between egg drop soup and Eastern- 
European corn chowder. It pairs well 
with everything from the nutty cashew 
chicken to the sweet-and-spicy, balanced 
kung pao beef, both sauces for which 
taste just as good meat-tossed as they do

soaked into hearty grains of steamed rice. 

Though well-made and flavorful, the 
lunch specials on the printed menu are 
more of the standard Chinese fare. So 
for a taste of the nomadic influences 
that gave the place its name, start every 
meal with some of Ma’s handmade Hui 
starters. The green onion pancakes and 
sesame flatbread are lifted straight from 
the family’s Orange County restaurants 
and, as thin breads used for wrapping 
or dipping, show the outside influence 
embedded in northern Chinese food. Pan¬ 
fried potstickers are also Ma-made each 
day and come with an oily soy-vinegar 
dipping sauce filled with julienned ginger 
and an array of exotic herbs and spices. 
Thicker dough and a hearty portion of 
ground chicken keep Nomad’s potstick¬ 
ers juicy through the last bite. It would be 
hard to find a better dumpling in town. 

Inspired by Mediterranean, Middle 
Eastern and East Asian culture, Islamic 
Chinese is a cuisine perfectly suited for 
diverse Long Beach, a city where every 
burger stand also serves enchiladas and 
teriyaki bowls. And at Nomad, though 
the menu includes the familiar standards, 
customers are encouraged to trek outside 
their boundaries for an entirely unique 
Asian-food experience.

This is our wine of the month for July. It’s pink. 
So what does that mean? In days of yore, pink 
wine meant sickly-sweet wine that wasn’t all that 
interesting (at least in the USA, circa 1980s). 

But this is a dry French rose-- and that makes all 
the difference. It’s made from Grenache, Carignan 
and Syrah grapes down in the Languedoc, in the 
south of France. It has plenty of fruit in nose and 
palate-- watermenlons, peaches, mixed tropical 
fruits-- good structure and minerality (think sea salt 
with a little river rock) leading to a nice, viscous 
finish uplifted by appropriate acidity. 

Dry roses are great in warm weather- they are 
served chilled so offer relief from the heat, work 
well with many outdoor summer dining scenarios 
(from picnics to BBQs), taste awesome, are fairly 
inexpensive and look visually 
stunning (from salmon to carnation 
and all shades in between!). 

We’ll be tasting Dry, French Roses 
at our wine bar Saturday, July 13 
($20, 2-8:30 p.m.). Come by and 
try some beautiful pink wines!

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The Korean Cronut 

Hodo Gwaja at Cocohodo 


T he first question you will ask your¬ 
self as you pass Cocohodo, a Korean 
chain with outposts in Buena Park 
and Garden Grove, is “What the heck is a 
Cocohodo?” The second question comes 
after you find out it sells walnut pastries— 
“What the heck is a walnut pastry?” 

The walnut pastry, called hodo gwaja, is 
uncannily shaped like a walnut, but it’s just 
a bite-sized version of a Japanese taiyaki 
with a walnut morsel embedded in the 
azuki (bean paste) filling. Since it’s as big 
as a doughnut hole, you can fit one in your 
mouth. Doing this, however, is a very stu¬ 
pid idea. When a hodo gwaja is just freshly 
made, formed in a walnut-shaped waffle 
press, the azuki will be the sticky equiva¬ 
lent of scalding-hot lava.

La Nina del 
Mezcal Espadin 

O ne of the cardinal rules of Drinks of the 
Week is it has to be available here in 
Orange County. There's no point in writing 
about something our readers can't get, right? 
But this week, we're making a rare exception. 

Why? Well, first, because it's damn good 
mezcal. DAMN good mezcal. It's made with 
agave espadin in Santiago Matatlan, which 
is to Oaxacan mezcal as Tequila is to, well, 
tequila, and it is worth every penny for the 
powerful magic inside the bottle. The second 
reason, though, is because Cecilia Rios Mur¬ 
rieta— la niha del mezcal herself—is from 
sunny Anaheim. She lives in Mexico City 
and goes to Oaxaca regularly, but she's an 
Anaheim girl through and through, and we 
love supporting local folks who've done right, 
especially when doing so tastes good. 

Forget the images you've seen of 
insects sunk to the bottom of mezcal 
bottles. Those are babosadas for tour¬ 
ists brought on when some gap-brained 
invader saw a bottle that accidentally had 
a maguey worm in the bottom. 

THE DRINK 

No such trickery here: This is artisanal mez¬ 
cal, which burns as though fire but imparts 



a smoky, peaty taste not unlike Islay Scotch 
laid over the visceral, earthy, overwhelmingly 
ripe flavor of agave. Don't drink this with 
"training wheels," even the less-irksome 
mezcal training wheels. No sal de gusano , no 
orange slices; just sip this and realize we're 
teetering on the edge of a mezcal explosion 
that will take the country by storm, one tiny 
sip at a time. 

Cecilia makes two other kinds—one made 
from agave madrecuixe and one called “pri- 
mario" that is unfiltered, though still double- 
distilled—but it's the espadin you'll see 
everywhere. If you want a bottle for yourself, 
it's available at K&L Liquors in Hollywood, 
but better yet, go to your local stores (ahem, 
Hi-Time) and demand it. In the meanwhile, 
watch for it to start appearing in Orange 
County's dens of cocktail artistry in the very 
near future.

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Michael Cera’s High 

In Crystal Fairy, he gives a great, dickish performance

W ith an offhand precision that 

suggests he might prove one of 
his generation’s major actors, 
Michael Cera lays bare two specific human 
weaknesses in writer/director Sebastian 
Silva’s altered-states/group-dynamics road 
drama Crystal Fairy—weaknesses you’ll 
likely recognize from life rather than from 
other movies. The first is the pushy, whee¬ 
dling neediness of the people who crave 
drugs too much. Not the full-on junkies, 
but the friends you worry will become 
junkies, the ones who, when not high, are 
trying to find ways to suggest everyone get 
high, and when high only want to discuss 
whether they’re high enough. 

Even at a Santiago, Chile, house party 
where everyone else speaks a language he 
can’t be bothered to learn, Jamie (played by 
Cera) affects an itchy authority, an exper¬ 
tise on the quality of the local blow and a 
put-on assumption that he is so cool and 
commanding that it would be a kindness of 
him to interrupt the dancing of a blissed- 
out hippie girl to tell her that she’s embar¬ 
rassing herself. Then, once this outsider 
playing insider has schooled that other 
outsider, it’s off to do the last dregs of that 
coke—even if nobody else wants to. 

Spouting facts cribbed from the Inter¬ 
net and Aldous Huxley’s The Doors of 


Perception, Jamie has goaded his Chilean 
host, Champa (Juan Andres Silva), and 
Champa’s two brothers (Jose Miguel Silva 
and Agustin Silva) into journeying out of 
town to track down a psychotropic cactus 
for boiling and ingesting on a magnificent 
beach. Problem is, at that party, the coke 
and Jamie’s need to be liked came together 
like vinegar and baking soda, setting off a 
foam volcano of kindness. That dancing 
hippie girl (the stellar Gaby Hoffmann) 
turned out to be the first American he had 
seen in that country—and at some point, he 
invited her to join the cactus hunt. Worse, 
she accepted. And even worse than that, 
she calls herself Crystal Fairy, chides the 
boys for scarfing junk food, and rattles on 
about chakras and healing. 

That brings us to the second weakness, 
one we see flower as the film and road trip 
glide on. The one thing passive-aggressive 
Jamie seems to love as much as drugs 
is talking shit about people the second 
they’re out of earshot, especially Crystal 
Fairy. With apologetic giggles and a conde¬ 
scending sense that the other American on 
the trip must be his responsibility, Jamie 
crabs to the brothers about how awful she 
is, how if they all agree she’s ruining the 
trip, he’s up for taking care of it—ditching 
her someplace, even. The brothers nod, 


laugh, sometimes mount a minor defense: 
“Fuck, it’s Crystal Fairy,” they say, as if that 
explains everything. 

It does, actually, although Jamie can’t see 
it. She’s just as insecure as he is, sometimes 
just as hard to take, and always as com¬ 
mitted to playing the role of a confident 
authority she might not get away with back 
in the States. Early on, she parades nude 
before the four boys, feigning a casualness 
as tricked-up and pushy as Jamie’s narco 
know-it-all-ism. 

The Americans’ awfulness is minor 
and redeemable, fortunately, so the trip is 
never a drag. The film is often beautiful 
and appealingly light. Every clear-eyed 
insight into why pushy people insist on 
pushing is matched by loose ensemble 
humor and lyric reveries: the troubles of 
acquiring a magic-drug cactus; pee breaks 
on other-planet desertscapes; scenes of 
the boys, blissfully wasted, splashing in 
the surf. Rather than attempt to re-create 
drug experiences with lenses and effects, 
Silva trusts the actors with suggesting the 
surges and manias of the characters’ trips. 
That risk yields some of the most finely 
realized drug scenes in cinema, sequences 
that glance up against the awe and awful¬ 
ness that hallucinogenics unfurl. Cera’s a 
pleasure even as Jamie’s antsiness grows 


more abrasive. His hair is longer than 
usual, a curly halo, and that boy’s face of 
his is now stretched over a man’s skull. 
There’s a tender radiance to him, here, and 
some stringbean clowning; at times, espe¬ 
cially when he’s playing a beatific high, he 
looks for all the world like Harpo Marx. 

Silva has mastered a relativistic empa¬ 
thy, flushing into us both the feeling of 
being insecure abroad but also of what it’s 
like for the Chileans to have to hang with 
this pair. The brothers’ ongoing discussion 
of the narcissistic leads, helpfully subtitled, 
often punctures the interior drama, which 
only rarely bursts through so strongly that 
the characters have to acknowledge it. 
Jamie and Crystal Fairy know that to upset 
their easygoing chaperones would ruin 
everything—the weekend, the drug trip, 
and, most important, the Americans’ indi¬ 
vidual conceptions of themselves as fully 
formed and above it all. You may not care 
about drugs or the adventures of white 
kids abroad, but by the time Crystal Fairy 
hits its low-key, truly moving reconcili¬ 
ation, you’ll likely care about its people. 
You’ll probably even recognize their best 
and worst aspects—again, not from the 
movies, but from those friends and co- 
workers whom you still enjoy, even when 
they verge upon being assholes. If so, see 
it again and lug them along. Maybe they’ll 
learn something.

PACIFIC RIM If the great god of movies, 
whatever slippery Mount Olympus of 
money he resides on, decrees that 
summer is the time for larger-than-life 
3D blockbusters, Guillermo del Toro 
may as well make one. His Pacific 
Rim is summer entertainment with a 
pulse. The effects are so overscaled 
and lavish as to be occasionally mind¬ 
less. But then, the deep-sea monsters 
that populate the movie—scaly, 
nubbly, pissed-off behemoths called 
by their Japanese name, kaiju—are 
also motivated by something primal, a 
drive that can't be readily explained. 
Their summer job is a simple, glamor¬ 
ous one: qualifications include being 
able to breathe electric blue fire, or 
to open several of their false mouths 
before revealing the really treacher¬ 
ous maw. What reason for existing 
do they need, other than to lure us to 
the theater? For del Toro, the creature 
is the feature. Giant robots matter to 
him, too, but less so. And unlike list¬ 
less robotsploitation exercises like 
Iron Man 3, Pacific Rim is big and 
dumb in a smart way. The movie's 
brief voiceover prologue explains: 

In 2015, one disgruntled kaiju after 
another rose from the ocean to come 
ashore, smashing cities like San 
Francisco, Manila, and Cabo, until it 
was discovered that the big bruisers 
could be defeated by giant manned 
robots known as Jaegers. Phew! 
Everything you think is going to hap¬ 
pen does. One character chokes at 
the moment of truth; noble warriors 
sacrifice for the cause. But del Toro 
shapes the movie so it's not just one 
booming attack after another: There's 
breathing space amid the action, 
and in a gorgeously choreographed 
sequence, old-fashioned hand-to-hand 
human-to-human combat becomes its 
own special effect. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek.

BEFORE MIDNIGHT For many people, 
particularly those who were in their 
twenties at the time of its release, 
Richard Linklater's 1995 Before 
Sunrise —in which Julie Delpy and 
Ethan Hawke play young tourists 
who fold a lifetime of romance (and 
plenty of arguing) into one night—is 
one of those secret movies we keep 
in our pockets like lucky coins. For 
others, 2004's Before Sunset, which 
reunites Hawke's Jesse and Delpy's 
Celine in Paris and ends with one hell 
of a cliffhanger, is the treasure. Now 
along comes the painfully articulate 
Before Midnight. Proceed with cau¬ 
tion, tissues, and possibly wearing 
armor. Here, Celine and Jesse—now 
together although not married—head 
off to a romantic hotel, free from 
their kids, where Celine's frustrations 
explode in a diatribe melding thou¬ 
sands of years of female oppression 
with the everyday anxieties of raising 
twins. She turns on Jesse with such 
vengeance that she nearly crushes 
their union. The original tagline for 
Before Sunrise was "Can the great¬ 
est romance of your life last only one 
night?" Here Celine raises a horrible 
counterpoint: Can you destroy the 
person you love most in less than an 
hour? Her suffering is real; it's her 
choice of words, their heat-seeking 
precision, that makes you want to 
take her by the shoulders and shout 
"STOP!" Celine does most of the talk¬ 
ing, but it's really Hawke's movie—we 
see in his eyes how Celine's misery 
cuts him. Her anguish is his failure. 
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Jesse still dresses and carries himself 
like a kid, but adulthood has hit him 
hard, like a crack to the jaw, perhaps 
just now. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

THE BLING RING At their best, Sofia 
Coppola's movies, so unassumingly 
tensile and precise, live in the pres¬ 
ent instead of just reflecting it. And 
that's precisely where The Bling Ring 
fails. Coppola adapted the script from 
a 2010 Vanity Fair article by Nancy 
Jo Sales, documenting the crimes of 
a bunch of fairly well-off kids who 
couldn't resist the allure of celebrity 
stuff: They repeatedly broke into the 
houses of lip-glosserati like Lindsay 
Lohan, Rachel Bilson, and Paris Hilton, 
making off with more than $3 million 
in cash, watches, clothing, jewelry, 
and shoes. Here, ambitious wannabes 
Marc (Israel Broussard), Rebecca 
(Katie Chang), and others played by 
Emma Watson and Taissa Farmiga 
Google celebs to find out who's out of 
town and then break-and-enter one 
fancy manse after another. Hilton's 
lair is the ne plus ultra —the celebu- 
tante actually allowed Coppola to film 
there—boasting a separate room lined 
floor-to-ceiling with those blobby¬ 
looking Christian Louboutin platforms 
so beloved by women with crap taste 
and pots of money. The girls aren't 
the only ones who preen in these My 
Little Pony hooves; Marc flaunts a pair 
of hot-pink patent leather numbers, 
in the process betraying a touch of 
almost poignant gender confusion. 

The picture is a departure for Coppola, 
a half-appalled, half-amused piece 
of social reportage—it lacks the illu¬ 
sive pastry layers of mood and tone 
of Somewhere or Marie Antoinette. 
Perhaps that's why it's almost impos¬ 
sible to know what Coppola is trying to 
say, or how she feels about her char¬ 
acters. It's as if she found her way to 
the material and discovered, too late, 
that it was an empty, glossy shell. (R)

FAST & FURIOUS 6 Much more enter¬ 
taining than you might expect for 
one with "fast" or "furious" or "six" 
in the title, director Justin Lin's Fast 
& Furious 6 offers the series' most 
resplendent parade of chases and 
crashes yet, all shot and cut in that 
radical new style, the one where audi¬ 
ences can apprehend in one viewing 
just what is supposed to be going 
on. In the most exciting sequence, 
there's a tank to be brought down, a 
hilariously high and long bridge, and 
winning business with a harpoon. That 
ridiculousness is topped by the climax, 
when the franchise's action figures 
must stop a cargo plane from taking 
off. Everybody races at what seems to 
be impossible speeds, for what seems 
to be 15 minutes, down what certainly 
is the world's longest runway. There's 
nothing to laud here in terms of sto¬ 
rytelling, and the dialogue is all quips 
and exposition, but Lin aces some¬ 
thing rare: the spirit of freewheeling 
play. His chases seem to take place 
in the mind of a 10-year-old, and there 
are few of the stiff dramatic scenes 
that in earlier editions suggested that 
10-year-old's Hot Wheels had gotten 
stuck in the sandbox. Tyrese is given 
more one-liners than he's had since 
2 Fast 2 Furious. Warheaded leads 
Vin Diesel and Dwayne "The Rock" 
Johnson leaven their hulking by mak¬ 
ing it clear their characters relish 
the mayhem. And the non-vehicular 
action is ace, especially an extended 
womano a womano between Gina 
Carano and Michelle Rodriguez, and 
one sublimely dumb bit of tag-team 
ass-kicking from Diesel and Johnson.

I'M SO EXCITED With his anxious par- 
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able I'm So Excited! Pedro Almodovar 
imagines a plane malfunction not as 
a pretext for thrills, as in most films, 
but for a metaphorical farce: The jet 
is Spain, and what we should fear for 
is not just the passengers' lives, but 
the country's. Defective landing gear 
forces a jet to circle the Spanish city 
of Toledo, waiting for an airport to be 
outfitted for an emergency landing. 

For the sake of maintaining civil¬ 
ity—or at least class privilege—the 
plane's economy passengers have 
been drugged, and rest unconscious 
while business class copes with the 
situation. This has been billed as 
Almodovar's return to the comedies 
of his youth, but he has not entirely 
abandoned the high-stakes melo¬ 
drama that's lately served him so well. 
I'm So Excited! has its fair share of 
attempted suicides, lovers' quarrels, 
and depressives, not to mention a hit¬ 
man—and a clairvoyant (Lola Duenas) 
who sniffs him out: "I've been smelling 
death since the start of the trip," she 
quips. "At first I thought it was just the 
farts." Melodrama, of course, dilutes 
the potency of humor, and the film's 
comedy is further impeded by its often 
halfhearted execution. Screwball 
works best when characters pinball 
zingers back and forth, but too many 
talky scenes here are performed 
moderato. Ultimately, I'm So Excited! 
is characterized by a distinct brand 
of unsuccessful yet ambitious story¬ 
telling, the kind often found in minor 
works by major masters. (Not Rated)

THE INTERNSHIP Eager young people 
can't find jobs; qualified older people 
can't find jobs. There's nothing funny 
about that, which is exactly why 
someone ought to be making come¬ 
dies about it. The Internship, in which 
downtrodden old-school salespeople 
Vince Vaughn and Owen Wilson enter 
the 21st century and land internships 
at Google, might have been just the 
palliative for this sad state of affairs. 
But do you really want to drop 10 pre¬ 
cious shekels (or more) on a movie 
so desperately unfunny it makes you 
want to slit your wrists? I laughed 
exactly once, at a moment when 
Vaughn's character performs a Google 
search using the words "jobs for 
people with few skills." If you've been 
there yourself, you'll probably find this 
funny, too. But mostly, it's depressing 
to watch two reasonably gifted comic 
actors play clueless oldies who just 
can't get the hang of this brand-new 
Internet thing. Luddite numbnuts Billy 
(Vaughn) and Nick (Wilson) decide 
the path to riches lies in the World 
Wide Web, and they somehow land 
an online interview with Google. The 
internship committee takes pity, and 
before long, Billy and Nick land at 
the company's headquarters, where 
they're forced to attend corporate 
brainwashing sessions while wearing 
stupid propeller beanies, all in the 
hopes of landing a job. They're also, of 
course, lumped in with a bunch of kids 
some 20 years their junior. Vaughn and 
Wilson look out of place and uncom¬ 
fortable—they're not just playing two 
getting-older guys who need to jump- 
start their careers, they're acting out 
a personal pantomime of middle-age 
discomfort that's unpleasant to 
watch. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

THE KINGS OF SUMMER Sitcoms, 
especially since Seinfeld, have a 
way of getting audiences to root for 
jerks. The Kings of Summer attempts 
to pull off the same narrative trick 
by getting us to mistake 15-year-old 
protagonist, Joe (Nick Robinson), for 
a scamp instead of a sullen little shit, 


even when he calls his widower dad's 
girlfriend a "spider woman you found 
in the gutter." Joe thinks his gruff, 
sarcastic father (Nick Offerman, play¬ 
ing a less noble variation of Parks and 
Recreation's Ron Swanson) is totally 
ruining his life, so he moves into a 
fantasy cabin—complete with a loft 
and air hockey table—with his athletic 
best friend, Patrick (Gabriel Basso), 
and a nonsense-spouting ethnic car¬ 
toon named Biaggio (Moises Arias)— 
one of the two dark-skinned, asexual 
characters the film prods us to laugh 
at. To clinch all the Urkel-era cliches, 
Joe and Patrick run away by telling 
their parents they're sleeping over at 
each other's house. For a while, the 
teenagers live in a Boys' Life para¬ 
dise, jumping into lakes, dueling with 
swords, and sneaking off to Boston 
Market to retrieve dinner. But their 
idyll evaporates with the arrival of a 
popular blond girl (Erin Moriarty)—do 
teenage boys in movies ever fall for 
anyone else?—who unwittingly pits 
Joe and Patrick against each other. 
Joe's conflicts with his friend and 
father lead to a tense, funny, mettle¬ 
testing climax, but the ending is more 
cornball than Tony Danza. The film's 
grown-up world—populated by the 
tart, shticky likes of Offerman, Megan 
Mullally, Alison Brie, and Mary Lynn 
Rajskub—a lot more interesting than 
its pimple-faced counterpart. (R)

THE LONE RANGER You'd think, or 
at least hope, that a movie based 
on a '30s radio show—and later a 
hugely popular TV series—would 
preserve some sense of lightness. 

But even though The Lone Ranger, 
in the manner of director Gore 
Verbinski's Pirates of the Caribbean 
movies, overflows with spoofiness 
(Helena Bonham Carter as a madam 
with a loaded-for-bear ivory leg), its 
determination to wow is the grim 
kind. The movie is also overanxious 
not to offend: Verbinski uses a fram¬ 
ing device to assert, repeatedly, that 
his movie is actually sympathetic to 
Native Americans and not just tak¬ 
ing advantage of stereotypes. He 
clearly doesn't trust his audience to 
get his point of view; worse yet, he 
has to keep showing us how much he 
doesn't trust us. So, between remind¬ 
ers of all the atrocities committed by 
white men, we're supposed to laugh 
and have fun. As Tonto, Depp wears 
white clay makeup streaked with 
tears of black to signify the Great 
Sadness he carries within him. But 
even though Depp might have given 
The Lone Ranger some soul, he's com¬ 
pletely lost in it. The picture doesn't 
challenge him; in fact, it barely needs 
him—it's so top-heavy with ostenta¬ 
tious yet weirdly unaffecting action 
sequences that he's rendered super¬ 
fluous. Similarly, Armie Hammer, as 
that masked man, might have given 
the picture some sex appeal, but 
Verbinski and cinematographer Bojan 
Bazelli waste him, too: He's dashing in 
that skimpy leather mask and absurd 
white hat, but there's so much swirl¬ 
ing around him that his face barely 
matters. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

MAN OF STEEL Zack Snyder's Man 
of Steel is a movie event with an 
actual movie inside, crying to get 
out. Despite its preposterous self¬ 
seriousness, its overgrown, CGI'ed- 
to-death climax, and its desperate 
efforts to depict the destruction of, 
well, everything on Earth, there's 
greatness in this retelling of the origin 
of Superman, moments of intimate 
grandeur, some marvelous, subtle 
acting, and a superhero costume 
that's a feat of mad mod genius. 


There's almost a story here. And the 
actors, including the picture's quietly 
dazzling star, Henry Cavill, do their 
damnedest to draw it out. But there's 
no stopping what comic-book mov¬ 
ies have become, especially those 
bearing the royal seal of Dark Knight 
auteur Christopher Nolan. (He's one 
of Man of Steel's producers and also 
helped develop the story.) In Man 
of Steel, the titan in the red cape is 
almost a distraction from the movie's 
larger mission to impress us with its 
spectacle and vague, lofty ideals. 

And once Michael Shannon's General 
Zod shows up on Earth with his dumb 
little goatee, you know it will only 
get bigger and emptier. It's a relief 
just to watch the actors act once 
in a while, and thankfully, Snyder is 
astute enough to punch some breath¬ 
ing holes in this steel-clad colossus. 
Amy Adams is a fine, no-nonsense 
Lois Lane; she makes nosiness sultry. 
And Kevin Costner and Diane Lane, in 
their depiction of heartland parents, 
turn corn-pone dialogue golden. No 
wonder their pensive, angst-ridden 
kid grows up to be Henry Cavill, so 
who grounds the movie. His Superman 
is more a listener than a talker. 

That's probably what happens when 
you have X-ray vision, and you can 
see Cavill soaking it all in. (PG-13) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

MONSTERS UNIVERSITY Terrorizing 
children in their bedrooms remains 
the existential concern of the toothy 
blobs, hams, and pop-pom-furred 
Wild Things that populate the 
Monsters movies, many of whom 
look like gummy nothings long stuck 
to the bottom of Pixar's junk drawer. 
Their very lives depend upon coax¬ 
ing night-screams from human kids, 
a premise rich enough for Seuss or 
Borges. Is it too much to ask, then, 
that Monsters University on occasion 
suggest the shivery fear and pleasure 
of imaginative childhood anxieties? 

Or that the hundreds of technicians 
and story-wranglers involved in this 
brilliantly engineered, occasionally 
hilarious riot of gags and chases 
and pull-hard-on-your-bootstraps 
moralizing might, just once, glance 
up against the artistry and honesty of 
Maurice Sendak's wild rumpus—or 
even The Incredibles ? Still, even 
when Pixar isn't aspiring to an idea, 
it has a way with genre. This time we 
see the college days of the monsters 
of Monsters Inc., which is diverting 
once the movie settles into a Revenge 
of the Nerds- style frat showdown. 
There's a relentless, grating sunni¬ 
ness to the opening scenes, as Mike 
(the eye-stalk voiced by Billy Crystal) 
natters about how he's going to 
measure up to the school's legacy by 
becoming the best scary monster he 
can be, a passion that's not especially 
compelling. As with the Cars pictures, 
Monsters University feels not like 
the work of artists eager to express 
something but like that of friendly 
pros whose existence depends on 
getting a rise out the kids. It's like the 
scares Mike springs on those sleep¬ 
ing tykes: technically impressive but 
a job un-anchored to anything more 
meaningful—at least until the last 
minutes, which are lovely. (G) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

NOWYOU SEE ME Something's 
misguided about a film built around 
magic in the digital era. When 
Georges Melies transferred illu¬ 
sions to cinema his trickery was 
stunning, but with every DVD-extras 
documentary about CGI they see, 
contemporary audiences become 
increasingly difficult to impress. 

Such considerations might have 
benefitted Now You See Me, Louis 
Leterrier's manic magic-heist film 


following the bank-robbing travails 
of a four-magician team (anchored 
by charming Jesse Eisenberg, whose 
talents extend beyond portraying the 
neuroses-riddled). Various magic 
tricks are demonstrated excitingly, 
if not convincingly—again, all those 
CGI wizards—as the group teleports 
Euros from Paris to Las Vegas, makes 
safe-filled rooms appear empty, 
and instantaneously changes bank 
account balances. The bargain struck 
with Leterrier is a loan on credit—the 
viewer will suspend disbelief if its 
clear the filmmakers will pay them 
back with a satisfying explanation. 
Here, problems arise. Whereas the 
purpose of a magic trick is its own 
entertainment, a film that raises cru¬ 
cial narrative questions is expected 
to answer them. When functioning 
like a magic trick, this breathlessly 
entertaining picture delights in its 
showmanship, but the more enter¬ 
taining the trickery, the tougher the 
explanation, and when the truth is 
revealed the answer can't help but 
fail to satisfy. And like a magic trick, 
many of its visuals are captivating— 
but the structure of a magic trick is 
ill-suited to cinema. (PG-13) Zachary 
Wigon. Countywide. 

THIS IS THE END The formula for 
studio comedies the last 20 years 
has been simple: Dude acts like a 
dick for an hour, turns blandly sweet 
toward the end, and then every¬ 
one on the DVD commentary can 
claim to have made a movie about 
redemption. Perhaps Seth Rogen 
and Evan Goldberg's wrath-of-God 
hang-out flick This Is the End can 
kill redemption cold. A deeply non- 
denominational Left Behind rip, the 
film makes absurdly literal the prick- 
becomes-a-man plotting that has 
held sway since Billy Madison. Here, 
it's judgment day, and our schlubby 
everydudes (playing themselves, 
who aren't everydudes at all) are 
holed up for the apocalypse in James 
Franco's compound. After much talk 
of where it's appropriate to ejacu¬ 
late, the lugs—including Rogen, Jay 
Baruchel, Jonah Hill, Craig Robinson, 
and Franco—realize the obvious: 
Good people have already been rap¬ 
tured, and these guys haven't. ("I'm 
an actor," one moans in disbelief. 

"I bring people joy!") If they want a 
happy ending, and not to be devoured 
by horizon-straddling hellbeasts with 


schoolbus-sized phalluses, they'll 
have to stop being dicks and give 
the universe a reason to love them. 
Baruchel treats us to a winning shy- 
dude turn reminiscent of his itchy, 
appealing work years back on Judd 
Apatow's TV comedy Undeclared, 
and when all the cock-talk lets up, 
Rogen and Goldberg parade memo¬ 
rable surprises. There are ridiculous 
cameos (Emma Watson spits "fuck" 
like the word still means something), 
shock-effect horror kills (often of 
those cameo-ing actors), and stoned 
riffs on The Exorcist and Pineapple 
Express. Especially pleasurable 
are the light, hilarious gags on the 
cluelessness of Hollywood actors, 
especially from Jonah Hill, who has 
rarely been this disarming. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

WORLD WAR Z Subtlety is probably too 
much to expect from Marc Forster's 
World WarZ. This is massive-scale 
3D filmmaking, and in that context, 
some of it works like gangbusters. 

The world is destroyed by a virus that 
turns people into zombies. Within 12 
seconds of being bitten by an infected 
host, any human becomes a twisted, 
soulless creature with cloudy, heroin- 
addict eyes, motivated only by a 
ravenous need to tear into healthy 
flesh. Brad Pitt plays a New York City 
family man who strives to protect his 
kids from these fearsome drones, 
at first by sticking close but later by 
leaving. The best way to save them, 
he realizes, is to serve the greater 
good and find the source of the killer 
virus. It's all pretty noble, and if noth¬ 
ing else, World War Z shows off some 
horrifically effective filmmaking: An 
early sequence, in which Pitt's Gerry 
figures out something has gone ter¬ 
ribly wrong as he's driving his wife 
(Mireille Enos) and two generically 
adorable daughters in Manhattan, is 
that rare evocation of chaos that isn't 
chaotic itself. The picture tangles 
with some potentially fascinating geo¬ 
political ideas but doesn't know what 
to do with them. It does make good 
use of Pitt, who has in the years since 
his reign as Sexiest Man Alive turned 
casualness into a discernible, potent 
style. In World WarZ, he's a deeply 
comforting presence, the dad who 
promises to take care of everything— 
everything!—and actually manages to 
do so.

Twenty-nine reasons to love OCMA’s California-Pacific 

Triennial

A fter 29 years of Biennials, the Orange 
County Museum of Art has decided 
to shed some excess weight and 
give itself a makeover. Slimmed down from 
2010’s dizzying 45 artists to an easier-to- 
assimilate 32, the retitled California-Pacific 
Triennial is now less about California and 
more international, featuring artists from 
within the wider scope of the Pacific Rim. 
Under Dan Cameron’s sensitive curatorial 
eye, the exhibition is still large, but not over¬ 
whelming, the intimacy that ensues sugges¬ 
tive of great things to come. With more than 
100 pieces to consider, I’ve narrowed my 
focus to one piece for each year the Biennial 
has been running (in no particular order): 

1 & 2 . While there isn’t much to Kim Beom’s 
painting Yellow Scream, the video supple¬ 
menting it takes the idea of the tortured 
artist to new parodic heights, the agonized 
screams accompanying each brush stroke at 
first startling, then instantly hilarious. 

3. Lives touched by recent Supreme Court 
decisions will appreciate Lin Tianmiao’s 
All the Same (2011), as its long strands of 
colored silk thread wrapped tightly around 
180 mounted mammal bones spill into a 
rainbow pool on the floor. 

4. Cutting up a flag is provocation enough, 
but artist Raquel Ormella creates messages 
from the scraps. 

5, 6 & 7. The tenderness of Tiffany Chung’s 
embroidered maps of political hot spots 
contrasts sharply with each one’s violent 
history, while her gigantic pompom bull¬ 
horn (From Morning Merci Exercise to 
Techno Beat Promotion Dance, 2008) and 
plush loudspeakers (Morning Glory, Glorious 
Mornings, 2008) suggest that tools of com¬ 
munication can become oppressive toys. 

8 & 9. Mark Dean Veca’s portraits of Rich 
Uncle Pennybags and Reddy Kilowatt 
makes them Warholian icons. 


10. With his lone turtle in Turtle’s Life 
#2 surrounded by pictures of lions, a tiny 
mirrored sign hanging from its cage say¬ 
ing, “You are not a lion,” artist Masaya 
Chiba delivers a wicked, painted critique of 
Japan’s world economic standing. 

11. Step into a spotlight, and sensors in the 
ceiling will pick up your movements, chang- 
ingthe digital composition of a “painting” 
on the wall in front of you in Camille Utter- 
back’s Untitled 5 (2004). 

12 & 13. Much of Pedro Friedeberg’s work 
dates itself, but his creepy Shiva SanAgustin 
(1970), with its Catholic saint modified to 
resemble the Hindu god, and surreal Hand- 
foot chair (1961,2010) feel like something 
outofBunuel. 

14. Drug violence in Mexico is the subtext 
of the gory performance-art piece captured 
in Yoshua Okon’s 2012 short film, Latex. 
Playing on two screens above a small black¬ 
box stage, intestines unravel and blood 
spurts as a puzzled audience watches with 
seemingly bored fascination. 

15. The world is turned upside-down in 
Danial Nord’s installation No Exit (2013), 
as loud explosions and screams burst from 
the speakers in the dark gallery, while 
LEDs flash within a panel of open doors 
hanging from the ceiling. The result: eerie 
and oddly consoling. 

16. ArayaRasdjarmrearnsook’s fascinating 
film short Two Planets: Millet’s The Glean¬ 
ers and the Thai Farmers (2008) records 
the humorous, thoughtful reactions of vil¬ 
lagers looking at the famous Socialist Real¬ 
ism painting. 

17. Brice Bischoff’s photograph #5 (from 
his “Glassell Park” series) is a long expo¬ 
sure of him moving about while wrapped 
in colored paper. The resulting yellow blur 
hovers behind what resembles several 
doormats attached to sticks, making the 
assembly appear to be on fire. 


18. Human beatboxes play on one wall as 
hip-hop dancers move to the vocalizations 
on the opposite in Shaun Gladwell’s divine 
video Broken Dance (Beatboxed). 

19 & 20. Eko Nugroho’s cartoonish flags 
Mints St Politic both contain Artificial 
Sweetner and Hack Reformation (2013) 
combine snark and sci-fi to get across their 
very serious politics. 

21, 22, 23 & 24. Gabriel de la Mora’s 
obsession with texture in the rusted locks 
and chipped paint of Puerta 1A-B, his carpet 
of worn shoe leather (El peso delpensam- 
iento, 2013), and the possibly toxic detached 
ceiling of Altamirano 201 and III made me 
want to court mesothelioma by nicking the 
pieces and running home with them. 

25. Adan Vallecillo’s wall of recycled inner 
tubes stretched over cedar racks in Topogra- 
fia I (2011) collects visible patches, stretch- 
marks, road wear, white manufacturer 
imprints and thorny air hoses into a marvel 
of black gradation. 

26. I won’t spoil the story behind the vor¬ 
tex of Wang Guangle’s painting 120403, 
but the Chinese tradition it commemo¬ 
rates is glorious. 

27. The dead cemetery flowers on tiny 
motors turning slowly toward you in Adri¬ 
ana Salazar’s Moving Plant #30, may be 
fragile, but their creepy Alice In Wonderland 
vibe is palpable. 

28 & 29. Koki Tanaka’s lovely film duo 
A Haircut By 9 Hairdressers at Once (Sec¬ 
ond Attempt) and A Piano Played By Five 
Pianists at Once (First Attempt) reveals 
the inherent tension behind individualism 
sweetly restructuring itself into community. 
They’re also a fitting reminder that vast 
ideological and geographical separations 
between people are becoming more incon¬ 
sequential, an aspect of the zeitgiest cura¬ 
tor Cameron has captured with this show. 
The California-Pacific Triennial makes the 
world seem a more generous and accessible 
place, something worth celebrating.

ROC of Ages! 

T here are those who watch obstacle- 
course reality show Wipeoutanti 
think, "These people are nuts." Then there 
are those who stare intensely at their TV 
screens, hearts pounding, as they throw up 
their arms and scream, "These people are 
NUTS! Where do I sign up?!" 

If you happen to fall in the latter group, 
there's an event just for you coming to the 
Great Park. ROC Race, which stands for 
Ridiculous Obstacle Challenge, is a 5Kfilled 
with insane, game show-inspired obstacles 
(four words, folks: world's largest moon 
bounce). It's for the crazy kid at heart—that 
friend who has a law degree and a mort¬ 
gage yet still believes no party is complete 
without a Slip 'N Slide and someone yell¬ 
ing, "Cannonball!" 

"A lot of us grew up in the '80s and '90s, 
with Double Dare and American Gladiators, 
so we knew this would be big," says Keith 
Cunningham, vice president ofVaVi Sport 
& Social Club, the San Diego-based group 
that created the epic race in 2011. "The 
energy is off the charts." 

At ROC Race, runners complete 12 thrill¬ 
ing obstacles such as the Tarzan Swing 
(basically, grab a rope and hold on for dear 
life), Cool Runnings (hop on an innertube, 
throw yourself down an inflatable slide 
and crash into a pool) and Belly Flop Drop 
(don't think about it—just say a prayer and 
go). The signature obstacle, according to 
Cunningham, is the Wrecking Ball. Just as 
in American Gladiators, participants must 
maneuver their way across rotating bal¬ 
ance beams as a giant ball tries to whack 
them into a pool of water. In the end, run¬ 
ners don't merely step past the finish line— 
they slide across it as they go down the 
World's Largest Inflatable Slide. Post-race, 
the party continues with a beer garden, 
food and live music. 

ROC Race is untimed, and anyone older 
than 13 can participate. The morning slots 
are full, but you can still run in the after¬ 
noon. Sign up as an individual, or bring your 
craziest friends to form a team.

Danger Mouse brings out Portugal. The Man’s ‘evil’ side

E ver since Portugal. The Man 

released Waiter: “You Vultures!” in 
2006, Brian Burton, better known 
by his moniker “Danger Mouse,” has 
been on the band’s producer wish list. 
Until recently, it was nothing more than 
a dream. 

Bassist Zach Carothers recalls tour¬ 
ing with the Black Keys last January and 
Patrick Carney suggesting the experi¬ 
mental indie rockers work with Burton 
on their next album. “We were like, ‘Yeah, 
no fucking shit, Patrick, but how are 
we going to get Danger Mouse? It’s not 
that easy,”’ Carothers says with a laugh. 
But after a phone call from the CEO of 
Atlantic Records, and possibly some good 
words from the Black Keys, vocalist/ 
guitarist John Gourley found himself on a 
plane to New York to have a meeting with 
the five-time Grammy Award winner. 

Carothers received the fateful call 
while the band was in the process of self- 
producing their follow-up to 2011’s In the 
Mountain in the Clouds at El Paso’s Sonic 
Studios, and all five members agreed it 
would be worth it to drop everything for 
this potential opportunity. But the meet¬ 
ing didn’t begin quite as expected. “One 
of the first things [Burton] said to John 
was, ‘Look, man, I’ve already got the 
Black Keys. I don’t really need another 
rock band. I don’t think I need to do 
this,”’ Carothers recalls. “So John just 
said, ‘Hey, man, that’s cool. We’re almost 
done with our record. Let’s just hang out 


and listen to music.’” With the pressure 
lifted, they spent the day listening to 
records they both enjoyed, and after real¬ 
izing they saw eye to eye on many levels, 
Burton decided to produce what would 
become the band’s eighth studio album, 
Evil Friends. 

Portugal. The Man scrapped all of the 
songs they had been working on except 
“Hip-Hop Kids” and “Sea of Air,” then 
started anew with Danger Mouse manning 
the production. “It was a strong collabora¬ 
tion,” Carothers says. “He really did join 
our band during the whole process. It’s 
not about ‘What did Danger Mouse bring 
to the table?’ It’s more what we created 
at that table together.” Virtually acting as 
a sixth band member, Burton helped to 
write the songs and lay down some syn¬ 
thesizer and percussion tracks. He pushed 
the band and helped them to write their 
most accessible songs to date without los¬ 
ing their integrity. “He’s an artist himself, 
so he understands how to write successful 
music and keep your artistic intent intact,” 
Carothers proudly states. “That’s very 
important for us and for him, so we were 
really on the same level.” 

As for the album’s lead track, it’s a mar¬ 
riage of creepy atmospherics and rollick¬ 
ing garage rock riffs that showcases a new 
type of duality in the band’s songwriting. 
And then there’s Gourley’s ability to toy 
with your emotions before blasting you 
with a brutally honest chorus: “It’s not 
that I’m evil; I just don’t like to pretend/ 


That I could ever be your friend.” Con¬ 
versely, the song “Purple, Yellow, Red and 
Blue” is a disco-tinged indie-rock jam, 
with the band returning to their procliv¬ 
ity for singing about the vices of the mate¬ 
rial world. Even the lyric “I just wanna be 
evil” sounds so catchy you never give its 
meaning a second thought. 

However, though the band believes this 
album goes back to their more experi¬ 
mental roots, some fans beg to differ. “So 
many people don’t like our new record,” 
Carothers says in a frustrated tone. “That 
happens with every record we put out. 
They say, ‘Why doesn’t it sound like 
Waiter ?’ That was seven fucking years 
ago! We’re humans; we evolve.... I think 
it’s important to grow the fuck up!” 

But the backlash doesn’t bother the 
bass player, who is happy with the group’s 
decision to sign with Atlantic, thus 
becoming “mainstream.” 

“I want to make the mainstream 
cooler!” he exclaims. “I would love to go 
into any random town in America, turn 
on any radio station and hear amazing 
music. Sadly, it’s not always the case, so 
I wish cool bands would really step up 
and try to make bigger songs. The whole 
world would have a better taste in music.”

Cancer’s 
Daily Grind 

L ast month, I returned to my job as a 
clinical pharmacist at the hospital. 
While I previously worked full-time after 
my initial surgery and chemotherapy 
treatments, I decided to switch to part- 
time to accommodate my hectic sched¬ 
ule of chemotherapy, concerts, working 
and recovering from the more difficult 
days of treatment. 

Working a 10-hour shift while on 
chemo is not an easy task. Most oncol¬ 
ogists will recommend their patients 
return to work so that their lives can 
have some sense of normalcy and help 
them to forget that they have cancer. 

My situation is a little more unique in 
that by returning to work, I am back at 
the place where I originally collapsed 
and was diagnosed with Stage IV colon 
cancer. Walking by the same hospital 
room in which I spent 10 days coping 
with my diagnosis is more difficult than 
you can imagine. 

Most patients who do resume work 
don't have constant reminders of can¬ 
cer. While I understand there are a lot 
of patients who successfully defeat 
cancer, if they are in the hospital, it is 
likely they aren't doing well. Verifying 
some of the same chemotherapy medi¬ 
cations that I take is a sobering experi¬ 
ence, and I hope those medications 
work for those patients as they do for 
me at this moment. 

Another tricky aspect is that I need 
every second Wednesday off to receive 
my treatments, plus the next couple of 
days in order to rest from the onslaught 
of diarrhea and tiredness that will 
eventually put me down during the 
weekend. Those weekends that I do feel 
better and able to function are the ones 
I'm required to work. Obviously, this 
impinges on time I'd rather spend seeing 
my friends and family. 

Most friends have suggested I look 
into undertaking writing and photogra¬ 
phy full-time. As much as I would love 
to do that, my health insurance covers 
my$12,000-per-month intravenous che¬ 
motherapy treatments and $4,000-per- 
month oral chemotherapy medication. 
Unless Bill Gates wants a photographer/ 
biographer, I will be working as a clinical 
pharmacist as long as cancer lets me. 
The good thing is I enjoy what I do. It's a 
cruel twist of irony that I am working to 
save lives in order to save my own.

Steel Pulse explain the struggles and successes that 

keep the band rolling

A zeal for social justice has long 
been essential to Steel Pulse’s 
flavor of reggae music, and some 
42 years into their music career, it shows 
no signs of letup. The Birmingham, U.K., 
reggae band, led by singer and main 
songwriter—and only remaining original 
member—David Hinds, are in the process 
of recording their 12th album, their first 
since 2004, and one of the issues he’s 
tackling this time is George Zimmerman’s 
trial for the murder of Trayvon Martin. 

Talking to Hinds at a Lake Forest 
recording studio, where he’s tracking 
down horn parts, he is quick to turn the 
conversation to the trial: “American jus¬ 
tice is in the balance with the outcome 
of this trial,” he says. “It’s not about right 
or wrong right now. It’s the shenanigans 
of the lawyers that’s going to probably 
wrap this up, as opposed to the truth, so 
to speak.” 

His meter quickens and his brummy 
accent grows more intense. “The wound 
was immediately fatal,” he continues. 

“But there his body was, yards away from 
where the assailant was allegedly having 
his head beaten. All that is going to have 
to be explained. They’re lucky I’m not the 
lawyer out there.” 

Now 57, Hinds still harnesses the same 
rigor and passion he had as a teenager 
in the mid-1970s, back when the English 
Caribbean clubs wouldn’t book Steel 
Pulse because of their overt political bent. 
Back then, Hinds found kinship in the 
burgeoning U.K. new wave/punk scene, 
sharing bills with the Clash, the Stran¬ 
glers, XTC and the Police, and the band 
rose to fame on the strength of punk- 
tinged reggae songs such as “Ku Klux 
Klan,” penned in protest of the National 
Front, the European right-wing group 
that piped slogans such as “Keep Britain 
White,” an obvious affront to a band com¬ 
posed of English-born sons of immigrants 
from the West Indies. 

His newest batch of tunes includes a 


reworked version of “A Who Respon¬ 
sible,” from the band’s 1982 True Democ¬ 
racy record, with an updated spin con¬ 
necting it to the Zimmerman trial, as well 
as an original tune dedicated to Martin 
titled “Put Your Hoodies Up for Tray¬ 
von,” on which his son, Orange County- 
based rapper Baruch Hinds (a.k.a. Terror 
Dreezy), raps. 

San Juan Capistrano musician David 
A. Elecciri Jr. produces Baruch’s records, 
and David has tapped him to record a few 
tracks for the new album. For Elecciri, 
this brings his music career full circle. 
“These guys were my favorite band as a 
kid,” he says. “I saw them at Irvine Mead¬ 
ows opening up for INXS. I had their 
records, and I knew their music, but I had 
never seen them live, and man, that was 
it. It was over.” 

Which gets at the heart of how Steel 
Pulse have survived long after the late- 
’70s Grammy years and are maintaining 
a presence in the age of flatlining record 
sales. They’ve always been a hot live 
band, touring the festival circuit with a 
tight horn section, pulling off cool musi¬ 
cal tricks such as bending the tempo 
mid-jam, and executing relatively com¬ 
plex compositional elements while at 
the same time keeping the crowd hyped 
with chants of Rastafari activism. Life on 
the road works for a band such as theirs, 
which is why they tour, tour, tour—and 
record wherever they can. 

“It’s been a case where papa is a roll¬ 
ing stone,” Hinds says. “Wherever I lay 
my hat is my studio. But time is working 
against us; it is an overdue album. I’m 
in my late fifties, and I don’t know how 
much longer we’re going to be out there 
rocking and rolling.”

B y his mid-20s, rapper Nu3tron had 
already attained the positive elements 
of a life well-lived. He was leasing a nice 
house in Anaheim Hills and had a booming 
business, a budding rap career, a steady 
girlfriend—oh, and a warehouse full of 
weed. For about three years, he managed 
to balance a 200-plant medical-marijuana 
growing operation in Santa Ana while 
grinding to change his status as a rapper 
from part-time to full-time. He was touring 
incessantly as a core member of Hunting- 
ton Beach-based hip-hop entity Technicali 
and managing his business with the help 
of two partners and his girlfriend. He was 
living the goddamn life. 

"I'd been from the bottom of the hill my 
whole life," he says. "I've always been from 
Orange or Anaheim and looking up at the 
hills. So it was a huge accomplishment for 
me. I had the girlfriend, the dogs, the whole 
white picket fence—everything was good." 

But looking back on it, the 29-year-old 
wordsmith born Matthew Leonard con¬ 
cedes that the naivete of youth, coupled 
with his unabashed hustle toward the 
American Dream, created some negative 
energy he didn't expect. 

Last summer, coming backfrom a long 
tour across the country, he quickly realized 
the life he'd built at home was crumbling 
around him. His partners weren't taking 
care of the bills for the house and the oper¬ 
ation they were running; then he discov¬ 
ered his girlfriend had been fucking some¬ 
one else in his bed while he was away. 

With yet another tour on the horizon, 
the charismatic rapper with the flow of a 


preacher opted to spread his musical gospel 
over cultivating his lucrative pot business, 
which didn't sit so well with his partners. 

"It was getting close to crop time, and they 
knew about the tour, and they hit me up, and 
they said, basically, like, 'If you leave to Ari¬ 
zona, we're gonna rob you,"' Nu3tron says. 

"I was like, 'Lemme make it easier for you: 
You guys just keep everything. I'm out.'" 

He wasn't kidding. Within days, he'd 
moved out of the house and back into his 
dad's, where he sleeps on the floor. Nu3tron 
has since incurred a massive lien against 
him for the unpaid lease on his former pad. 

Despite all the negative energy, Nu3tron 
mustered enough constructive creativity to 
inspire his forthcoming EP, Not the Same, 
to be released through local clothing com¬ 
pany Analyze and Interpret. 

This recent burst of creativity was new 
for the former semi-pro skateboarder, 
who'd spent years on a diet of slowly 
gestating projects, hobby recordings and 
opening-act slots for Technicali founders 
LD and Ariano. His first album, The Phoenix, 
took him more than a yearto finish. This 
time around, Nu3tron found himself record¬ 
ing from sun up to sun down in the studio of 
longtime friend O'Neal Garcia, founder of 
Analyze and Interpret. 

"It was crazy how much time I spent in 
the studio by myself," he says. "Waves of 
people would come over, and there would 
be that moment when they'd all be there, 
and then go out and party, and then there'd 
be a new wave of people who would meet 
up to party, and I'd still be working." 

The point, he says, is to create enough 
charge behind this album and full-length 
follow-up, The Book of Matthew, to create 
a life that affords him something beyond the 
typical suburban view of happiness. 

"With a lot of rappers out here, it's more 
of a 'Hey, look at me' temperament," he 
says. "Like, 'Oh, I want girls to see me 
doing good,' or, 'I want my boy from high 
school who I used to rap with to see me 
doing an interview with OC Weekly.' For me, 
it's like, 'I want the world to see.'"

Strumming of Age 

Sublime’s Brad Nowell left behind 
a son who loves to perform

T his month marks the official 25th anniversary of Sublime’s very first gig, which 
happened on July 4,1988. If you’re a true Sublime aficionado, you probably 
already knew that. What you may not know, however, is that the son of the 
band’s immortal front man, Brad Nowell, is also finally picking up the guitar and mak¬ 
ing his music heard. Having turned 18 years old last month, Jakob Nowell and his 
band, LAW, played their first gig in June at DiPiazza’s; the packed house came to see 
the first musical steps of the kid who has the blood of one of Long Beach’s biggest 
legends flowing through his veins. He handled all the pressure in stride and says that 
since that gig, he has become addicted to the stage. What follows is the first interview 
he has ever given, in which we talk to Jakob about dealing with his father’s legacy and 
his influences outside of Sublime. 



OC WEEKLY: Would you say you’ve been 
able to grow up reasonably normal despite 
all the interest in your dad’s legacy? 
JAKOB NOWELL: I have, honestly. I’ve 
had a very unique way of growing up. 
When I was a kid, I’d just mess around 
in the house and play video games and 
pick up a guitar and draw and stuff, but I 
wasn’t really super-active until I moved 
to Long Beach recently. I’m working a job 
three days a week and going to school four 
days a week. Now my life is about making 
time to play music and do art and stuff. 


You just had your first gig last month. 

What was it like settingup onstage for the 
first time and playing in public? What kind 
of response did you get? 

It was basically like the craziest LSD trip 
but, at the same time, completely natu¬ 
ral. We decided to not smoke weed or 
drink before the show. At first, we were 
a little nervous, and slowly, people we 
knew started to arrive, and we realized 
that there were so many people coming 
that we’re like, “Wow, there really is like

a little community here of people who 
were all our friends,” and immediately, I 
just got this rush of energy. And before I 
knew it, it was our turn to go on. So we 
started setting up, and there’s a bunch of 
people and a bunch of girls and stuff, and 
it was awesome.

and the sound Sublime created? 

The way I feel about it, it’s the perfect 
style of music that Sublime and my dad 
created.

Tipsy With Travelers 

The Classic Q is an unlikely cosmopolitan player in 

Newport Beach’s bar scene 


N ewport Beach boasts four types of 
bars, each corresponding to a dif¬ 
ferent strata of the city’s life, each 
a glimpse into how Newps interacts with 
the rest of Orange County. One version is 
the dives favored by working-class locals 
along the coast, your Blackie’s and Cas¬ 
sidy’s and Malarky’s, where my friend and 
I once nearly got in a fight with some bros 
because—guess what?—we were Mexicans 
entering the Balboa Peninsula on a Friday 
night, and our kind didn’t belong there. 

Then there are the dens for MILFs and 
sugar daddies: Gulfstream, Quiet Woman, 
Duke’s Place and Javier’s, populated almost 
exclusively by the Audi set and outsiders 
who want some wrinkled, rich love for their 
night. A third Newps hooch haven is the 
club bar—Tapas, Tentation, Ten and any¬ 
where else 20-something girls from across 
OC want EDM for their twerking pleasures. 

And then there’s the most cosmopolitan 
crew of them all: the expense-report bar, 
the place where execs have lunch with 
people they’re not trying to impress, where 
midlevel workers hang out during Happy 
Hour while letting the traffic on the 73 and 
PCH die down, where conferences that 
couldn’t afford to rent the St. Regis or the 
Montage suggest attendees haunt if they 
want a night out on the town. The major¬ 
ity of the boozehounds at these bars aren’t 
Newporters. There are really only a couple 
of these, almost all in the area from Mul- 
doon’s going inland toward John Wayne 
Airport, to that business area where you 
sneeze and Irvine gets your spittle. And the 
genre’s best representative is Classic Q. 

It’s a cavernous place, with a patio area, 
rooms for pool tables, a lounge with low- 
slung leather couches near a fireplace, and a 
big bar at the center of it all. During Happy 
Hour, the crowd is overwhelmingly middle- 
aged, middle-class male, and the conversa¬ 
tions are as much about financial quarters 
as basketball ones. This type of male has 
money—the women who come here at 
Happy Hour are usually office drones in 
their 20s and 30s, sitting in groups as if it 
were an eighth-grade dance—but is pain¬ 
fully nerdy: You will see a balding guy in 
a long-sleeved shirt bouncing his knees 
to whatever KIIS-FM hit plays from the 
speakers. With a design emphasis on wood, 
low lighting and muted lines, Classic Q 
would have the ambiance of a hunting 
lodge if not for the more than 50 flat- 
screen televisions covering the bar, tuned 
to every ESPN and FOX Sports affiliate in 
the known universe on the walls—together, 
they resemble Mission Control at NASA. 

If you’re looking for a gastropub or a 
dive-y experience, Classic Q ain’t the place. 
Here, as many types of Stoli and ABSOLUT 
variants are stocked as bourbons, the cole

Slut (bad) and the 
Rumchata (not 
bad), and Laguni- 
tas is what passes 
for craft beer. The 
menu is standard 
bar food: sand¬ 
wiches, surpris¬ 
ingly stellar ham¬ 
burgers, pointless 

salads and inedible pizzas. And yet I can’t 
help but like the spot. Classic Q is doing 
something right: It has been around since 
1991, a lofty accomplishment given the 
independent expense-report bar must com¬ 
pete with the TGI Friday’s and El Toritos 
of the county for the tabs of travelers. The 
attitude is kept at a minimum—remember, 
the customers here are aspiring to graduate 
to Javier’s at some point in their lives, so 
they’ve yet to transform into douches—and 
the waitresses, all curvy and cute, with 
black T-shirts accentuating what God gifted 
them with, pay attention. 

Best of all, the pool tables get some seri¬ 
ous action going, the billiard cloths tended 
to with the care of a groundskeeper. In fact, 
the one group of Newport regulars I see are 
men who enjoy one of the last non-immi¬ 
grant pool halls left in the county—play 
them with caution, though, as Gramps will 
own your girlfriend by the end of the night 
if you’re not careful. And isn’t that how 
every night in Newport is supposed to end?
